ed to Find That Poindexter W as In 


Sympathy W ith His Policies. 


New York. Ju ly 7.— Wednesday was 
the contributing editor's day In the 
Outlook office, and as usual there was 
a great deal doing. Little by little the 
magazine folks are becoming used to 
the weekly visits of Colonel Roosevelt, 
but there still remains thattouch of 
unusual activity Uat causes Dr. Ab­ 
bott and his associates to look a trifle 
worried and uneasy when the colonel 
conies to town.

“ All that Mr Roosevelt said In this 
case was that h e was ph ased to find 
that, as he had expe< ted from Mr.

FARMS EAST ANO WEST. 


Cam parativa Cost of Land# In th# Two 
8 # o tien # Discussed. 
In a letter to the New York Times • 
correspondent wrote recently: 
“If the Tim es really wanta to know 
why 
It 
is 
that 
western 
land—In 
Iowa or Illinois—sells for HOO to $200 
sn acre while plenty of farm s can be 
bought In New York for $10 to $20 an 
acre, let It pay attention. 
The secret 
is about to be released. 
And let ma 
say at the outset that with consider­ 
able familiarity with both west and 
east I d much prefer to buy eastern to 
western lands. 
"One point in favor of the western 
farm is that. whereas a western farm, 
properly 
handled, 
will 
raise 
crops 
which pay a good Interest on the in­ 
vestment 
without fertiliser, a great 
many seres of land Id the $10 and $20 
belt are merely som ething to put pro­ 
ductive aob on top of. 
The French 
method of carrying the laod away 
wheu one moves wouldn't go bad in 
connection 
with several cheap New 
York farms. 
"Another 
thing—one can 
take an 
eighty acre farm in th# middle west 
and plow every foot o f it, while ther# 
are very few cheap farms in this sec­ 
tion which ran be cut up into fields 
large enough to pay for using large 
machinery. The result Is that the ea st 
em farmer, lf he la to make use o f the 
cheap h in d s, must ‘putter.’ 
Now, the 
right sort of puttering Is profitable— 
fruit, 
berry 
and 
truck 
raising 
will 
make moderately large fortunes for 
diligent and capable men—but moat 
men don’t lik e that sort of business. 
The middle westerner Is a w h o le lot 
happier w ith a four horse gang plow 
and a harrow that wouldn’t go be­ 
tween stumps In the east than he 
w ould be on a $10 an acre New York 
farm. 
And he doesn’t strike as many 
Stones in the course of a se a so n as the 
New York farmer will in a day. The 
A m e ric a n farmer hasn't lost his sense 
of the "bigness” o f the country yet. 
and until be does lose it he will prefer 
to work the large farm rather than the 
small one. even if he gets do more for 
bis labor. 
"Furthermore—and this is not to b# 
Ignored—arouud that high priced land 
in th# west will b# found a more intel­ 
ligent. better educated body of men, 
taking them 'by and large.’ than In a 
given number of eastern farmers, be­ 
cause the factories and the other city 
Joya seem to lure a much larger propor­ 
tion of the am bitious youth of the east. 
The city is so close to the farm that 
the transition is but a step. 
Of course 
there are many of the most Intelligent 
farmers of the country bere. but tb# 
farmer with a desire for Intellectual 
associations—aud some have it—will 
find leas of this opportunity in th# $10 
aud $20 localities than in the west. 
intelligent farmers, like men In other 
professions, like intelligent companion­ 
ship 
"I am firmly convinced that th# best 
opportunities for agriculture Ile within 
a few hundred miles of New York city, 
and my Impression is that the best 
way lo get the right sort of farmers 
to go to this laud and stay there la to 
get a number of this kind of men in 
terested In one locality, thus insuring 
immunity from death by Intellectual 
starvation, 
it used to be Imagined 
that a farmer couldn't starve in that 
way. but we know better now ”
